OTTAWA, May 24.—Parliament) 
Pprorogued shortly after midnight. 
Considerable uncertainty prevalied as 
to the possibility of finishing the busl- 
ness stil. before the house until a late 
hour last night, and at times it look- 
ed as thougn the ceremony would 
have to be deferred. 

Estimates passed at the evening 
sitting yesterday included over 100 
items, amounting to many millions of 
dollars, They provoked a consider- 
able amount of discussion and mem- 
bers had to be appealed to to Mmit 
their remarks, !f prorogation was to 
take place, 

During the evening, Sir George 
TVoster summarized a statement sub- 
mitted by Sir Charles Fitzpatrick, in 
regard 1o the payment of $6,000 to 
him by way of ajlowance covering two 
years, during which he did not attend 
privy council metings in London, 

Sir Charles intimated his willing- 
ness to return the amount, if it was 
the wish of the house that he should 
do so. 

Petition of Farmers 

After the estimates had all been 
passed, Thomas Vien, L»ttbienere, 
called the attention of the house tu 
the fact that a large delegation of 
farmers had recently addressed the 
svverninent on the Military Service 
act and its application to food produc- 
ers. He said that they had embodied 
their requests and conclusions in the 
form of a report, and ‘had addressed 
« communication to the speaker. He 
wished to place these documents in 
Hansard and in order to save time 
would refrain from reading them.

Here Mr. Stevens cited two cases. 
One was that of a man in the north) 
country who had walked 160 miles to 
enlist, went overseas, suffered from | 
shell shock, was wounded, and return- | 
ed with one lung affected. He re-| 
ceived a pension of $20 a month, The 
other case, that of Colonel Labatt, 
was awarded a pension of $2,300 a 
vear, He claimed that professional | 
men, such as doctors» lawyers, bank- 
ers and others, prior to enlistment | 
were not physically fit to earn livings 
in the general labor market, but their 
ability to do this was considered when 
awarded their pensions. He claimed 
that this system was a long way from 
being practicable,

‘Eremy Destroying British, Allied and Neutral Ships at the 
Rate of About 3,500,000 Tons Yearly — But Sea Now 
Becoming Inferno For U-boat Pirates. 


London, May 23—(Reuter’s)—The enemy is destroying British, 
Allied and neutral tonnage at the rate of about 3,600,000 yearly, 
| while Great Britain and her Allies and the neutral countries will very 
|soon be producing tonnage at a rate of about four million tons yearly, 
| writes Archibald Hurd, a naval expert, in the Daily Telegraph. That 
favorable situation, he declares, should be reached in a few weeks, 
and thenceforward the upward curve of the Allies should proceed in 
'a manner to convince the Germans of their failure. 

There are indications, the writer points out, that the Germans 
themselves realize that the submarine campaign was a political blun- 
der. The Allied navies have not been weakened, he notes, aud the 
submarine which brought America into the war, has not been able to 
interfere seriously with the transportation of American troops and 
material. 

As a result of tho elaborate preparations made by the Admiralty 
last year, Mr. Hurd comments, the sea is becoming an inferno for the 
submarine pirates, and the morale of the officers and men employed 
in the enemy's submarine service is steadily declining, as is shown 
by evidence of the most conclusive character,

Proposed Temporary Hospital 

Ald. Bush presented a report from 
the committee detailed to go into the 
subject of utilizing the Y.W.C.A. build- 
ing on the South Side as a temporary 
hospital, as proposed by the ladies of 
the South Side Community league. The 
committee consisted of the chairman, 
Ald; Pheasey and Ald, Bush. 

Ald. Bush said that they had in- 
spected the building and gone into 
the proposal carefully. It was esti- 
mated that it would cost $2,500 to 
put the place in repair, then $3,000 
for salaries, furniture and other ad- 
ministration expenses, and that it 
would cost $17,000 or $18,000 to run, 
making a total of $23,000 for the first 
year, part of which would be recov- 
erable in fees. It was added that the 
building was not In good order, and 
that it was inconvenient for the sug-

| the premises, 

Ald. Bush’ further stated that the 
doctors had beén interviewed, and 
they were not in favor of the project, 
but that they would prefer to treat 
their patients at their own homes, 
along with the services of a nurse. 

Consequently the committee ‘did not 
recommend in favor of the scheme. 

The chairman remarked that the 
ladies could not have thought that the 
cost would run to $23,000. 

The report was adopted, and Ald. 

Bush undertook to inform the ladies 
of the South Side league as to the de- 
cision of the board. 
* Ald. Bush, who is chairman of the 
committee in charge of hospital 
grounds, informed the board of what 
|had been done, and as seen and com-

Trees have been secured from the 
city nursery and planted on the east 
and south sides of the grounds, highly 
improving their appearance. The land 
has been cultivated and cropped with 
potatoes and other vegetables, and 
the frames are full of growing vege- 
tables ready for use at the hospital. A 
pig-pound on an approved model has 
been built and is inhabited by a sow 
and ten young pigs, which Ald. Bush 
reported to be doing well. Accommo- 
dation has also been provided for a 
flock of chickens which are shortly to 
be installed.

| Hints on Cold 
Water Methods 
of Canning Fruit 


of 
In connection with the Alberta Wo- 
men's Institutes demonstration lecture 
course on home canning of fruit, the 
following methods are explained: 


Cold Water Method 


This method is only practicable 
with rhubarb, cranberries, gooseber- 
ries and a few other sour berry-fruits. 

1. Wash fruit thoroughly and 
blanch according to. time indicated 
on time-chart. , 

2. Pack at once into sterilized jars 
and fill the jars to the top with cold 
sterilized water. To do this the jar 
may be lowered into a pall of water, 
and held there until the air-bubbles 
cease coming to the surface of the 
water in the pail; then seal under} 
water. Another method of doing this 
is by placing the jar under the water 
faucet and allowing the water to run 
into the jar until the Jar overflows for 
some time. | 

8. Screw on the tops, and set the| 
fruit in a cool, dark place. 

Intermittent Cold Pack Method | 

Vegetables are more difficult to can 
than fruits, because of the presence 
of spore-bearing bacteria which are! 
more resistant to heat than yeast 
or moulds, These bacteria will live! 
and decompose vegetables even wilth 
the exclusion of air, ‘They reproduce 
by spores, which may be compared 
to the seeds o? the ordinary plant. 
These spores retain vitality for a jong 
time even at boiling temperature, and 
on cooling will germinate, Therefore, 
in order to completely sterilize a veg- 
etable, !t Is necessary to boll for one 
hour on three successive days. The 
bolling on tho firat day kills all the 
living bacteria, but does not kill the! 
spores. As the jar cools, the spores 
germinate and the boiling on the sec- 
ond day kills the fresh crop of bac- 
teria. The third boiling is to ensure 
perfect sterilization. This method its 
known as the intermittent method, 
and may be used with, vegetab!es. 

1, Use a wash-bolfler with a tight- 
fitting cover. Have it fitted with a 
false bottom of wood strips, or wire 
neting, that will allow at least 3-4 
inch for circulation of water under- 
neath the jars. ~ 


2. Fill the boller with enough! 
water to cover the jars at least one 
inch, 

8. Prepare the food. 

4. Pack ficmly into jare, allowing 
a Mttle room for swelling. Add one 
teaspoonful of salt to ea quart jar 


and fill with warm water. 

6. Adjust the rubber ed top, and) 
screw the bail loosely to allow for 
the escape of steam. If using a 
clamp-top jar, do not put the clamps 
down. 

6. Place the jars in the bolier, but 
do not have them touch, Cover the 
botler tightly, and boil one hour till! 
the next day. 

& Unscrew the topes, but do not! 
remove the glass cover. Boll one hour 
afier boiling begins. Re-eerew the 
tops and let stand til] the next day. 

9. Repeat thie on the third day, 
and put the jars in a cool, dark place, 

N.B.—For haf-gallon jars, allow 
1 1-2 hours each day.

Reports of the standing commit- 
tees, nominations for registration sec- 
retary, resolutions, roll call, the agen- 
da and short talks from Frank Dray- 


ton, Mr. McKenzie and R. B, Douglas 
on the approaching registration, char- 
acterized the meeting of the Local 
Council of Women on Thursday af- 
ternoon which was held in the War 
Veterans’ Next-of-Kin club rooms. 
Mrs. Forbes Reed, the president, was 
in the chair. The secretary's report 
read by Mrs. Roys Cook was approved 
The correspondence re the registra- 
tlon of the man and woman power of 
Canada, which takes place June 22, 
was read and explained by the above 
three gentlemen to the eatisfaction of 
the meeting. Many questions were 
asked concerning the registration and 
a few intricacies made plain. Mrs. 
R. W. R. Armstrong read a report 
from the committee on health, which 
dealt mainly with the shortage of 
nurses and the scarcity of efficient wo- 
men to take training in the hospitals, 
deploring the fact of so many going 
overseas as V.A.D,'s who expected to 
do hospital work, but who could serve 
quite ae effectively by taking a thor- 
ough training in the immediate local- 
ity and relieving or releasing for dver. 
seas those who are already graduates, 
capable and ready to do the work. 
Mrs. Armstrong wished that the at- 
tention of the societies could be 
drawn to the fact by having same 
placed on the next agenda. 

Mrs, Howey stated that In regard to 
the moving pieture censorship an in- 
terview with Hon. George P. Smith 
on the matter was postponed on a re- 
quest ‘from Mr. Smith pending his 
return from the East and also to give 
him time to look up the subject more 
thoroughly. Mrs. Howey read a very 
interesting article from the Spokane 
Spokesman-Review in regard to a 
woman's work on the censorship 
board of moving pictures in the U.S. 
in that particular district, and which 
dealt mainly with pfctures for the 
camps. The article stated that next 
to the selection of food was the selec- 
tion of recreation, which included 
among other amusements the moving 
picture. It proved beyond a doubt the 
excellence of Mrs. Ediili Dunham Fos. 
ter aé supervisor of this work, and the 
inference was obvious as to what one 
woman could accomplish In a position 
of this sort. The Consumers’ league 
report, though short, held an impor- 
tant item or two, and Mrs, Donaldson 
pointed out the great advantage ofa 
central milk depot which, when oft- 
rated, would save two cents a quart.

Street Railway Figures. 

From April 10th to May 15th 
last year the street railway car- 
ried 822,337 passengers and took 
in $39,285.35. 

From April 10th to May 15th of 
the present year the street railway 
carried 783,314 passengers and 
collected $38,866.95. 

As compared with last year, the 
street railway in this period car- 
ried 39,023 fewer passengers and 
collected $419.90 less revenue. 

There may be reasons why the 
comparison docs not indicate pre- 
cisely the effect of the new sched- 
ule of street railway fares. To the 
extent to which it does so the con- 
clusion is that the public are get- 
ting decidedly less service from 
the street railway, and the street 
railway is not making any more 
money. : 


The Russian Choice. 

London papers announce their 
belated arrival at the conviction 
that the Allies must stop the Ger- 
man conquest of Russia. 

The pity is that the circles of 
opinion for which London papers 


speak did not arrive at that 
obvious conclusion twelve months 
ago. 


The failure to allow Japan to 
take upon itself the duty of driv- 
ing the Huns out of ‘Russia is 
based on a fear, that the appear 
ance. of a Japanese Army on Rus- 
sian soil would frighten the Rus- 
sians into alliance with Germany. 
It might; but war is a business of 
aking risks; and the consequences 
of a Japanese invasion :of Russia 
to save Russia could not imperil 
civilization as much as the conse- 
quences of the German invasion of 
Rnssia have already done. 

The choice before the Allies 
seems to be whether Russia will be 
absorbed by Germany or rescued 
by Japan. The dangers incidental 
to the rescue are dangers insepar- 
able from war; and far less in 
comparison to those of allowing 
the consolidation of German 
power in Russia and the ahsorp- 
tion of Russian strength into the 
military organization controlled 
by Berlin 


General Restrictions Preferable. 
The Calgary Albertan is oppos- 
ed to the idea of the Legislature 
enacting a model city charter for 
the Province, because the cities of 
Alberta have developed different 
types of city administration and 
because they find themselves in 
varying degrees of financial diffi- 
culty. Most people, for these or 
other reasons, would doubt the 
wisdom of trying to impose the 
same Bort of governing machinery 
uponsall the cities in the province, 
arge and small, some of which 
nave undertaken the responsibil- 
Ity of. creating and cpgrating 
costky public utility enterprises 
and some of which have not. But 
he unwisdom of trying to estab- 
lish mechanical uniformity in the 
systems of civic government does 
not absolve the Legislature from 
its duty to restrain the cities 
within certain limits where that 
is Necessary to the protection of 
interests dependent upon the. Le- 
gislature. The cities are the crea- 
tures of the Legislature, and it is 


responsible for the consequences 
if the powers it confers upon the 
cities are misused. Every city bor- 
rows money. It does so by author- 
ity of the Legislature. If it bor- 
rows to excess, the Legislature is 
to blame for allowing it to do so. If 
under the impulse of a lopsided 
socialism a city decides to levy all 
its taxes upon one class of citizens, 
the Legislature is responsible for 
the discrimination inflicted upon 
this class, and for the indifference 
to civic affairs thereby encourag- 
ed among the other classes of the 
community. If a city cannot meet 
its obligations the Legislature has 
to provide expedients to postpone 
default, and if that does not suf- 
fice, must either pay the indebted- 
ness or allow the credit of the pro- 
vince to suffer injury by the 
bankruptcy of a corporation 
created and empowered and sup- 
posedly supervised by the parlia- 
ment of the Province. The general 
authority of the Legislature is 
meaningless and purposeless un- 
less it is exercised so as to pre- 
vent the cities carrying on busi- 
ness in a way which threatens their 
own solvency, which discriminates 
between one citizen and another, 
or which threatens to bring - the 
financial standing of the province 
and the integrity of the Legisla- 
ture into disrepute. A model city 
charter may be impracticable, but 
general legislation setting limita- 
tions to the powers exercisable by 
all cities, is highly desirable. The 
only alternative is the haphazard 
method that has hitherto prevail- 
ed of allowing cities to secure and 
exercise whatever powers they 
may be able to acquire from the 
Legislature by individual applica- 
tion from time to time. As between 
the two methods, that of general, 
permanent, and recognized statu- 
tory restrictions is altogether pre- 
ferable. 


Now Is the Time. 

In 1917 Alberta produced ap- 
proximately five million tons of 
coal. Of this total, 31-2 million 
tons were required for Alberta, 
and 11-2 million tons were avail- 
able for export. 

Making allowance for strikes 
which partially paralyzed produc 
tion during part of the year, and 
for the usual falling-off of produc- 
tion during the summer, it is safe 
to assume that two-thirds of the 
coal mined in Alberta last year 
was mined betwen the first of No- 
vember and the first of Mareh.| 
That is to say, all the coal taken 
out of the ground in this Bre: 
vince during the past winter was 
required in the province; and. for 
export there was available only 
what was taken out during the 
summer. 

Unless there should occur a very 
great expansion of the mining in- 
dustry, it must be expected that 
practically all the coal that can 
be mined in Alberta next winter 
will be needed in Alberta. The 
present course of events does not 
hold promise of any development 
which would enable Alberta mines 
to take out next winter any great 
amount of coal more than will be 
needed in this province. i 

So far as present indications 
show, Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan will have to gei Alberta coal 
mined and transported during this 
summer or they will have to get 
along without coal next winter. 
And the fact is that the summer 18 
passing and coal for Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan is not being fakon | 
out of the ground because orders 
are not being sent in. 


The Power of Suppression. 

The Bulletin has some earnest 
friends in Edmonton who will 
never rest quietly unless and until 
the Borden government exercises 
the power which it recently arro- 
gated to itself, and suppresses 
this paper. Foremost in the de- 
mand that the citizens of Edmon- 
ton be deprived of their only real 
newspaper is our esteemed con- 
temporary. Recently, under pre- 
tense of comment upon the fact 
that the Saturday Evening Post 
of the edition of April 20th was 
not on sale in Edmonton the Jour- 
nal took the opportunity of ciren- 
lating a slander upon British sol 
diers engaged in the recent ter- 
rible fighting in France, ascribing 
the slander to the Saturday Even- 
ing Post, as the reason for the ex- 
clusion of its issue of that date 
from Canada, On Monday the 
Journal in the course of an edi- 
torial reference to The Bulletin 
repeated its slander on the sol- 
diers, and suggested that sup- 
pression of The Bulletin would be 
warranted because it had inciden- 
tally referred to the rumor that 
the Post had been excluded ‘‘for 
reasons not given.’’ Possibly in 
due course our win'the-war govy- 
ernment, whose direct advertising 
patronage largely supports Le 
Devoir, will get around to the 
point of suppressing The Bulletin.

No one knew until the prewent 
coal situation developed that Nie 
coal operators of Pennyslvania 
had such a strangle hold on the 
city of Winnipeg, its railway man- 
agements and its newspapers as 
they seem to have. Those gentle 
manly philanthropists have held 
an artificial, not to say unnatural, 
monopoly of the coal trade of the 
city of Winnipeg, the province of 
Manitoba and a part of the pro- 
vince of Saskatchewan for so 
many years that they think it be- 
longs to them. Conditions of stress 
have developed. They see that 
they are in danger of losing their 
monopoly. By unjust freight dis- 
crimination on the railways and 
by other less evident means they 
have kept Alberta coal out of the 
Winnipeg market until last win- 
ter. Now the question is raised as 
to next winter’s supply. The Penn- 
sylvania men would rather let 
their home consumers go a little 
short than lose for the future the 
Winnipeg market, as they must if 
Alberta coal once secures entry. 
And so at first the pliable fuel con- 
troller arranged with the United 
States fuel controller that with 
the United States and Eastern 
Canada going short of coal Penn- 
sylvania anthracite might be ship 
ped into Canada only as far west as 
Winnipeg. At this the Free Press | 
raised a fearful howl against alien 
miners in Alberta mines, against 
possible strikes, etc. To the Free 
Press a Pennsylvania miner might 
be an alien without offense, or 
might even strike when he wanted 
to, and no objection made. But in 
Alberta to be an alien or to strike 
was a crime that utterly disquali- 
fied the heating qualities of Al- 
berta coal. But there was worse to 
come. Coal consumers of the 
United States or possibly some of 
those of Eastern Canada, got busy 
with the fuel controllers. The re- 
sult was that Winnipeg itself was 
put out of bounds or partly 


| 


out | of bounds for. Pennsyl- 
vania hard coal. And _ then the 
Télegram took up the parable. 
Hear it shriek: 

“If the normal supply of hard 


coal is cut off from Winnipeg for 
next winter, the result will be that 
on the first approach of winter wea- 
ther Winnipeg will become yirtu- 
ally depopulated. People will sim- 
ply refuse to take the chance of be- 
ing frozen to death in Winnipeg, 
when they can go elsewhere and be 
warm. The whole business life of 
Winnipeg will be demoralized. In- 
dustry will cease for lack of labor; 
for labor ts in demand everywhere, 
and no working man will stay here 
at the risk of freezing to death.” | 
The Telegram does not place. a| 
very high estimate on the intelli- 
gence of its readers when it hands 
them out rot like the above. 
While it is true that it is colder in 
Winnipeg than in the Alberta or 
Western Saskatchewan cities it is 
not true that the difference is so 
great as to warrant the hysterics of 
the Telegram, Last winter owing 
to shortage of Penasylvania coal 
the conditions forecasted by the 
Telegram for next winter would 
have occurred had it not been for 
Alberta coal. Alberta coal saved 
the situation in Winnipeg last 
winter. Clearly if the fuel situa- | 
tion in Winnipeg next winter is 
saved by Alberta coal it: will be 
in spite of the Free Press and 
Telegram.

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THE ATTACK ON ZEEBRUGGE 


Lloyds Weekly, London. 

Sir Eric Geddes, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, made the following state- 
ment in the House of Commons on 
Tuesday, April 23: 

The raid was undertaken under the 
command of Vice-Admiral Roger 
Keyes, Commanding at Dover, and 
French destroyers co-operated with 
the British forces. 

There were six obsolete cruisers 
which took part in the attack—the 
Brilliant, Sirius, Intrepid, Iphigenia, 
Thetis, and Vindictive. The first five 
were filled with concrete, and were to 
be sunk in the chanels and entrances 
to the two ports if that could possibly 
be managed. 

The Vindictive, working with two 
auxiliary craft, ferry-boats well known 
in the Mersey, viz., Iris and Daffodil, 
carried storming and demolition par- 
ties to the head of the Mole, which 
runs out of Zeebrugge. 

The Vindictive was specially fitted 
with brows for landing the storming 
parties, and armed specially for the 
operation with flame-throwers, Stoke 
batteries, and that sort of thing. 

The men employed on the block- 
ships and in the storming and demoll- 
tion parties on the Vindictive, which 
was a particularly hazardous part of 
the undertaking, were bluejackets and 
Royal Marines picked from a large 
number of volunteers from the Grand 
fleet and from all the naval and 
marine depots. 

There was great competition for the 
undertaking, and we could only use a 
small proportion of the men who vol- 
unteered, | 

A Sctentific Attack 


There were light covering forces 
belonging to the Dover Command, and 
the Harwich forces under Admiral 
Tyrwhitt covered the operations from 
the north, 

A force of monitors, together with a 
large number of motor launches, the 
coastal motor boats, which are a small | 
fast craft, carrying a minimum crew 
of six, and other small craft, took part 
in the operations, 

It was a particularly intricate opera- 
tion, which had to be worked strictly 
to time-table, and involved very deli- 
cate navigation on a_ hostile coast, | 
without lights, and largely under un- 
known navigational conditions, which 
have developed since the war, with 
the added danger of unknown mine-| 
flelds, 

One of the essentials of success, | 
which I would particularly like to} 
mention, because the officer who de-| 
veloped it was killed—lI learned just as 
I came into the House—was a scien:

Storming parties from the Vindic- 
tive, Iris, and Daffodil attacked under 
extremely heavy fire, and fought with} 
the greatest possible gallantry, main- 
taining their position alongside the 
Mole for an hour—causing, it is be- 
lieved, much damage to the enemy and 
inflicting considerable losses upon him 

The objectives of the storming par- 
ties. and demolition parties on the 
Mole were the enemy forces holding 
it, the batteries upon it, the destroyer 
and submarine depots upon it, and a 
large seaplane base upon it. 

The three vessels—the Vindictive, 
Iris, and Daffodil-—after re-embarking 
their land'ng parties, withdrew, The}

“Don’t Mind Us; We Have No 
Chance’’ Signal of Italian Officer 
Who Led Heroic Attack on Pols 


Exploit Worthy to Rank With Bravest of Naval War His 
tory—Commander Pelligrini and His Gallant Party 
Taken Prisoners by Austrians. 


Italian Naval Headquarters, May 18—The details of the recent, 
Italian naval exploit at Pola show that it was one of the most audacious 
feats of the war, worthy to rank with the British at Zeebrugge and the 
Merrimac at Santiago. Plans were long matured by Lieut. Commander 
Pelligrini who had three companions, 

The party was escorted by destroyers and arrived at Pola at two 
o'clock in the morning. The entrance of the channel was four hundred 
yards across, with a long neck leading into the great harbor, in which 
lay Austria's fleet of battleships, crulsers and destroyers, encircled by a 
frowning terrace of land batteries. In the obscurity the guardship at ‘the 
entrance was dimly visible swung to one side, the guards apparently 
asleep. There was complete lack of watchfulness. : 

They encountered three successive lines of defenses. First a guard- 
ship, then a line of wooden buoys marking a chain of mines and then 
a heavy steel net strung from bank to bank 

The escort walted almost an hour when the silence was suddenly 
broken by two distinct explosions of torpedoes, followed by the sound of 
an alarm gun in the inner harbor. 

Soon after, two signals of colored lights rose from the centre of the 
harbor, showing that Commander Pelligrinit had penetrated to the very 
heart of the fleet and was sending signals from the midst of it. The first 
signal meant “Have torpedoed a battleship,” and the second said “Don't 
mind us, we have no chance.” This jast signal was the agreed emergency 
signal which was to be sent up in case there was no opportunity to give
